A Spanish Army Offlcer shoots the Cap- 
tain General of Madrid. 

Madrid, June 4.— At 11 o'clock Mon- 
day morning Maj. Clavajo, an infantry 
officer, walked into the offioe of Oen. 
Primero Rivera, captain general of 
Madrid, whom he saluted. Aa he 
dropped his hand, after touching his 
cap, Maj. Clavajo drew a revolver, and 
without a moment's warning, fired ' 
shots at the general, both of whlah 
took effect in the chest. Oen. Rivera 
fell to the floor mortally wounded and 
his assailant attempted to Are again, 
but Oen.

Then a oonference 
of detectives was held, and at its close 
Chief of Police Crowley, accompanied 
by an Oakland detective, went to Oak- 
land, where Senator Buck resides. The 
detectives have investigated the state- 
ment made by Senator Buck's family 
that he was at home at the time the 
murder waa committed.

GOVERNMENT WINS, 
he Tari0 Became a Law Ana-net »*, sad 

Not Upon tho Date fixed by the Meat- 
nre Its.II. 

Washikoton, Juno 4. -In the sti- 
. reme court, Monday, Justice Gray an- 
nounced the decision of the court in 
the case of Henry Hilton and other* 
vs. Ouoy, liquidator of the estate of 
Fortln A Co., involving the valid- 
ity of foreign judgments, revers- 
ing the decision of the court 
below and remanding the -case 
for trial in the circuit court 
of the southern district of New 
York. Chief Justice Fuller and Jus- 
tices Harlan, Brewer and Jackson dis- 
sented, the court then standing 4 to 5, 
the majority being Gray, Field. Brown, 
8hiras snd White. Justice Gray also 
announoed the decision in the Hitchie 
case, affirming the decision of the court 
below. This was a case involving the 
validity of a judgment of a Canadian 
court 

Chief Justice Fuller handed down 
the opinion of the court in the case of 
the United States vs. Burr & Hard- 
wick, involving the date when the 
present tariff law went into effect. 
The decision was that this did not oc- 
cur until August 28, 1404, when the bill 
became a law, nothwithstanding the 
law Itself fixed the date as August 1.

T'.k a iikohd. Pa., June 4 — Forest fires 
re apain ranging in this vicinity, and 
juch property is being destroyed. Five 
rigs, tanks and boiler houses, belong- 
ing to the Middleland Oil Co., were-de- 
stroyed near Hunter Run, seventeen 
miles from Kane, Sunday. A large 
quantity of logs and lumber were 
burned. Fires are raging along the 
line of the Erie A Buffalo, Rochester 
& Pittsburgh railways between this 
city and Johnsonburg. 

The settlement of Coon I'.un, 
county, ten miles from Kane 
ported completely wiped out. There 
were twenty-five dwelling houses in 
the village. Before telegraph commu- 
nication was shut ofr» forty-six oil rigs 
were reported destroyed. 

To the York, near the New York 
state line, forest fires surround 
Knapp's creek. Communication is shut 
off, and the damage can not be ascer 

The extremely warm weather hai 
made the forests as dry as tinder. A 
Hunter's Run, seventeen miles south 
east of Kane, 200 men were engaged all 
Saturday night and Sunday fighting 
the fires. 

At Westline. a few miles from Kushe- 
que, and the terminus of the Ml Jew- 
ett, Kinzna A Riterville railroad, a fire 
broke out Sunday evening.
